A small hole in the body of the bong above the water line is covered with a 
finger or thumb while inhaling, drawing smoke through the filtering and cooling 
water and allowing the smoke to fill the interior portion of the tubular body. When 
uncovered, this hole allows the collected smoke to be thoroughly flushed out of 
the tubular body with a minimum of inhalation effort. However the inhalation 
effort required to fill the chamber with smoke can still be substantial. Typical of 
such designs are: U.S. Pat.
